ORDINANCE

RELATIVE TO THE REVISION OF WARD BOUNDARIES

CITY OF NASHUA

In the Year Two Thousand and Eleven

The City of Nashua ordains that Part | "Administrative Legislation", Chapter 23, "Elections and
Campaigns". Article | "General Voting Procedures", of the Nashua Revised Ordinances, as amended,
is hereby further amended by adding the following new section 23-7.1, "City wards", as required
under paragraph | of § 3 of the City Charter (for reference, new and deleted language from Charter §
3 paragraphs 2 - 10 are shown):

§ 23-7.1. City wards.
A. The City of Nashua is hereby divided into the following nine wards:

I. Ward 1: Beginning at the intersection of the F.E. Everett Turnpike and Ambherst Street and
running in a northwesterly direction along the centerline of Amherst Street to Airport Road;
thence, turning and running southerly along the centerline of Airport Road to the intersection of’
the Boston & Maine Railroad tracks; thence running in a northwesterly direction along the tracks
to the Merrimack town line; thence, turning and running along the Nashua/Merrimack, thence
Nashua/Hollis, lines in a southerly direction to the intersection of the Nashua River; thence
turning and running in a northeasterly direction along the centerline of the Nashua River to the
intersection of the F.E. Everett Turnpike; thence, turning and running in a northerly direction
along the centerline of F.E. Everett Turnpike to the point of beginning.

Ward 2: Beginning at the intersection of Cushing Avenue and Amherst Street and running in a
northwesterly direction along the centerline of Ambherst Street to Airport Road; thence, turning
and running southerly along the centerline of Airport Road to the intersection of the Boston &
Maine Railroad tracks; thence running in a northwesterly direction along the tracks to the
Merrimack town line; thence, turning northerly and following the Nashua city boundary
generally in a northerly then easterly direction to the centerline of the F. E. Everett Turnpike;
thence, turning and running in a southerly direction along the centerline of the F.E. Everett
Turnpike to the intersection of Tinker Road; thence. turning and running in an easterly direction
along the centerline of Tinker Road to the intersection oI’ Monza Road; thence turning and
running in a southerly direction along the centerline of Monza Road to the intersection of Mespa
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Lane Century Road; thence turning and running in an easterly direction along the centerline of
Vespa-Lane Century Road to the intersection of Menterey-Avenue;-thenee-turning-and-running
in-a-seutherly-direction-along-the-eenterline-ef Monterey-Avenue-to-the-interseetion-of Catalina
Lane; thence turning and running in a southeasterly direction aloag the centerline of Catalina
Lane to the intersection of Deerhaven Drive; thence turning and running in an easterly direction
along the centerline of Deerhaven Drive to the centerline of Manchester Street; thence, turning
and running in a southerly direction along the centerline of Manchester Street to the intersection
of Cushing Avenue; thence, turning and running along the centerline of Cushing Avenue to the
point of beginning.

Ward 3: Bound by a line beginning at the intersection of the centerline of the F.E. Everett
Turnpike and the Nashua City/Merrimack town line; thence running southerly along the
centerline of the F.E. Everett Turnpike to the intersection of Tinker Road; thence, turning and
running in an easterly direction along the centerline of Tinker Road to the intersection of Monza
Road; thence turning and running in a southerly direction along the centerline of Monza Road to
the intersection of Vespat-ane Century Road; thence turning and running in an easterly
direction along the centerline of Vespa-Lane Century Road.to the intersection of Menterey
Avenues-theneeturning-and-running-in-a-seutherly direction-along-the-eenterline-ef£Menterey
Avenue-to-the-interseetion-of Catalina Lane; thence turning and running in a southeasterly
direction along the centerline of Catalina Lane to the intersection of Deerhaven Drive; thence
turning and running in an easterly direction along the centerline of Deerhaven Drive to the
centerline of Manchester Street; thence, turning and running in a southerly direction along the
centerline of Manchester Street to the intersection of Cushing Avenue; thence, turning and
running along the centerline of Cushing Avenue to the centerline of Amherst Street; thence,
turning and running in a southerly direction along the centerline of Amherst Street to the
intersection of Fairmount Street; thence, turning and running in a southerly, then southwesterly,
direction along the centerline of Fairmount Street to the intersection of the railroad tracks;
Hillerest-Avenue;-thenee,turning-to-a-peint-seuth-ef the-intersection-of the-centerlines-of
Fairmeunt-Avenue-and-Hillerest-Avenue thence turning and running along the railroad tracks
in an easterly direction to the intersection of the power lines at Terrace Street; thence turning
and running along the power lines in a westerly direction to the centerline of the Nashua River;
thence, turning and running in an easterly direction along the centerline of the Nashua River; to
the centerline of the Merrimack River; north along the centerline of the Merrimack River to the
intersection of the Nashua City/Merrimack town line; westerly along the Nashua City/Merrimack
town line to the point of beginning.

Ward 4: Beginning at the intersection of Amherst Street and the F.E. Everett Turnpike and
running in a southerly direction along the centerline of said F.E. Everett Turnpike to the
intersection of West Hollis Street; thence, turning and running in an easterly direction along the
centerline of West Hollis Street to the intersection of Badger Street; thence, turning and running
in a southerly direction along the centerline of Badger Street to the intersection of Kinsley Street;
thence, turning and running in an easterly direction along the centerline of Kinsley Street to the
intersection of Ash Street; thence, turning and running in a southerly direction along the
centerline of Ash Street to the intersection of Nevada Street; thence, turning and running in an
easterly direction along the centerline of Nevada Street to the intersection of Vine Street; thence,
turning and running in a southerly direction along the centerline of Vine Street to the intersection
of Lake Street; thence, turning and running in an easterly direction along the centerline of Lake
Street to the intersection of Main Street; thence, turning and running northerly along the
centerline of Main Street to the intersection of Bowers Street; thence, turning and running in an
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easterly direction along the centerline of Bowers Street to the intersection of Harbor Avenue;
thence, turning and running northerly along the centerline of Harbor Avenue to the intersection
of East Hollis Street; thence, continuing to run northerly across East Hollis Street and along the
centerline of Spruce Street to Temple Street and the intersection of the railroad tracks; thence,
northerly along the railroad tracks Femple-Street:—thenee;-turning-and-running-in-a—westerly
direction-along-the-centerline-of Temple-Street-to-East-Pearl-Street-thenee-along-the-centerline-of
East-Pearl-Street-te-the-intersection-of-MainStreet:—theree—turaing-and-running-in-a-nertherly
direction—along-the—ecenterline—of-Main—Street to the centerline of the Nashua River; thence,
turning and running in a westerly direction aleng the centerline of the Nashua River to the power
lines extending from the Millyard Technology Park toward Terrace Street; thence turning and
running along the power lines in an easterly direction to the intersection of the railroad
tracks; thence turning and running along the railroad tracks in a westerly direction to the
intersection of Fairmount Street; a—peint—seuth—ef-the—interseetion—of—the—eenterlines—of
Fairmeunt—-Avenue—and-Hillerest-Avenue; thence, turning and running in an  easterly, then
northerly direction te—the—eenterline—of-Fairmount—Street;—thenee—turning—and—running—in—an
easterly-direetion along the centerline of Fairmount Street to the intersection of Ambherst Street;
thence, turning and running in a westerly direction along the centerline of Amherst Street to the
point of beginning.

Ward S: Beginning at the intersection of the Nashua River and the F.E. Everett Turnpike: and
running in a southerly direction along the centerline of the F.E. Everett Turnpike to the
intersection of the Main Dunstable Road; thence, turning and running in a southwesterly
direction along the centerline of Main Dunstable Road to the intersection of Conant Road;
thence, turning and running in a southerly direction along the centerline of Conant Read to the
intersection of Yarmouth Drive; thence, turning and running in a easterly direction along the
centerline of Yarmouth Drive to the intersection of Holbrook Drive; thence, turning and running
in a seutherly direction along the centerline of Holbrook Drive to the intersection of So. London
Drive; thence, turning and continuing in a southerly direction along the centerline of So. London
Drive to the intersection of Elaine Drive; thence, turning and running in a southwesterly
direction along the centerline of Elaine Drive to the intersection of Flintlocke Drive; thence,
turning and running in a southereasterly direction along the centerline of Flintlocke Drive to the
intersection of Rocky Hill Drive; thence, turning and running in a southwesterly direction along
the centerline of Rocky Hill Drive to the intersection of Moe Street; thence, turning and running
in a westerly direction along the centerline of Moe Street to the intersection of Conant Road;
thence, turning and running in a southerly then southwesterly direction along the centerline of
Conant Road to the intersection of Main Dunstable Road; thence, turning and running in a
southerly direction along the centerline of Main Dunstable Road to the intersection of Buck
Meadow Road; thence, turning and running in a southeasterly direction along the centerline of
Buck Meadow Road to the intersection of Buck Meadow Road, Ridge Road and Winn Road:
thence, following the centerline to Winn Road in a southeasterly direction to the New
Hampshire/Massachusetts state line; thence, turning and running along the New
Hampshire/Massachusetts state line in a westerly direction to the Nashua City/Hollis town line;
thence, turning and running in a northerly direction along the Nashua City/Hollis town line to the
Nashua River; thence, following the Nashua River in a northeasterly direction to the point of
beginning.

Ward 6: Beginning at the intersection of Main Street and Lake Street and running in & westerly
direction along the centerline of Lake Street to the intersection of Vine Street; thence, turning
and running in a northerly direction along the centerline of Vine Street to the intersection of
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Nevada Street; thence, turning and running in a westerly direction along the centerline of Nevada
Street to the intersection of Ash Street; thence, turning and running in a northerly direction along
the centerline of Ash Street to Kinsley Street; thence, turning and running in a westerly direction
along the centerline of Kinsley Street to the intersection of Badger Street; thence, turning and
running in a northerly direction along the centerline of Badger Street to the intersection of West
Hollis Street; thence, turning and running in a westerly direction along the centerline of West
Hollis Street to the intersection of the F.E. Everett Turnpike; thence, turning and running in a
southeasterly direction along the centerline of the F.E. Everett Turnpike to Main Dunstable
Road; thence, running southwesterly along the centerline of Main Dunstable Road to
Northeastern Boulevard; thence, running easterly along the centerline of Northeastern
Boulevard to Harris Road and continuing easterly along the centerline of Harris Road to East
Dunstable Road; thence running northerly along the centerline of East Dunstable Road to the
F.E. Everett Turnpike; thence turning and running in a southeasterly direction along the
centerline of the F.E. Everett Turnpike to the intersection of the Daniel Webster Highway —
Exit 3, south bound off ramp; thence, turning and running in an easterly direction along the
centerline of the Exit 3, south bound off ramp to the Daniel Webster Highway; thence, turning
and running in a northerly direction along the centerline of the Daniel Webster Highway to Main
Street; thence, turning and running in a northerly direction along the centerline of Main Street to
the point of beginning.

Ward 7: Beginning at the intersection of U.S. Route 3 and the New Hampshire/Massachusetts
border and running northerly along the centerline of the highway to Spit Brook Road; thence,
turning easterly along the centerline of Spit Brook Road to Daniel Webster Highway; thence,
turning in a northerly direction along the centerline of the Daniel Webster Highway to the
Sagamore Bridge and the Circumferential Highway; thence turning and running westerly
along the centerline of the Circumferential Highway to U.S. Route 3; thence, turning and
running in a northerly direction along the centerline of the F.E. Everett Turnpike to the
intersection of the Daniel Webster. Highway — Exit 3, south bound off ramp); thence, turning
and running in an easterly direction along the centerline of the Exit 3, south bound off ramp
to the Daniel Webster. Highway; thence, turning and running in a northerly direction along
the centerline of the Daniel Webster Highway to the point where it intersects with Main Street
and South Main Street; thence, continuing in a northerly direction along the centerline of
Main Street to the intersection of Main Street and Bowers Street; and thence, running in an
easterly direction along the centerline of Bowers Street to Harbor Avenue; thence, turning and
running in a northerly direction along the centerline of Harbor Avenue to East Hollis Street;
thence, continuing in a northerly direction along the centerline of Spruce Street to the
interseetion-of Temple Street and continuing northerly to the intersection of the railroad
tracks; thence continuing northerly along the railroad tracks turning-and-running-in-a-westerly
direetion-aleng-the-ecnterline-of Temple-Street-to-East Pearl-Street-thenee-turning-and-running
in-a-westerly-direetion-aleng-the-eenterline-of-East Pearl-Street-to-the-intersection-of-Main-Street;
thenee-turning-and-running-northerly-along-the-centerline-of Main-Street to the Nashua River;
thence, following the centerline of the Nashua River to the Nashua City/Hudson town line;
thence, turning and running southerly along the Nashua City/Hudson town line to the New
Hampshire/Massachusetts border; thence, turning westerly along the New
Hampshire/Massachusetts border Sagamere-Bridge:-thenees-turning-and-running-in-a-westesly
direetion-along-the-centerline-ef-the-Sagamere Bridge-and-the Cireumferential- Highway-to-the I
E-Everett-Turnpikerthenees-turning-and-running-in-a-northerly-direction-along-the-centerdine-of
the-F-E-Ewverett Turnpike-to-the-intersection-ofthe-Daniel-Webster-Highway:-thenee-turningand
